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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . This office action is in response to amendment filed on Jul. 08, 2004. 

2. Claims 1, 8, and 10 have been amended. 

3. Claims 12-13 have been added, 

4. Claim 10 has been canceled. 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-10 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Objections 

6. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: "is a device" on 
claim 1 , line 3, should be changed to --is the device--. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

9. Claim 10 recites the limitation "the mobile machine" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

11. Claims 1-10, 12-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Johnson et al. (6,594,481). 

Regarding claims 1, 8-10, 12-13, Johnson discloses an apparatus and method 
for detecting potentially fraudulent telecommunication comprising: at a server on a 
publicly accessible communication network, detecting that a mobile device 
communication with the server is a mobile device that had been identified to the server 
as having possibly been stolen (see fig.1B, 101, 107, col. 35, lines 28-33 and its 
description); and initiating at the mobile device an action response to the detecting (see 
fig.1, element 107, 119, col. 7, lines 12-58 and its description). 

Regarding claims 3-7, Johnson further discloses the detecting comprises 
analyzing a message sent from the mobile device to the server, the message containing 
information identifying the mobile device (see fig.1B, element 113, col. 7 and its 
description). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

13. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Johnson 
et al. (6,594,481) in view of Takenaga (6,782,267). 

Regarding claim 2, Johnson discloses all the subject matters described in 
rejected claim 1 , except for the publicly accessible communication network comprises 
the Internet. However, communication network comprises the Internet is well known and 
also discloses in Takenaga (see fig. 1 and its description) in order to improve the use of 
telecommunication in global network.
